TAYLOR MURDER 
MUCH LIKE THAT OF 
JOSEPH B. ELWELL 


NEW YORK, Feb. 4. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
ILL the murder of Wil- 
Wir Desmond Taylor, fa- 
mous motion-picture direc- 
tor, remain—like that of Joseph 
B. Elwell, famous bridge whist 
expert—an unsolved mystery? 

There are several parallel 
circumstances in Wednesday 
night’s killing at Los Angeles 
and that of June 11, 1920, in this 
city. And the characters of the 
victims were somewhat parallel, 
too. 

Both were men of ample 
means, freed of matrimonial ties 
by divorce, and given much to 
the company of women. Both 
were middle-aged and lived in 
bachelor establishments of their 
own. Some indications are that 
both were alone when the mur- 
derers paid their visits—though 
there has always been a suspi- 
cion that a woman was in the 
Elwell home. 

The same question: ‘‘How did 
the killer gain entrance?” arises 
in each mystery. All doors were 
locked when caretakers—a wom- 
an servant in the Elwell case, a 
negro in the Taylor case—found 
the bodies. 

Another point of resemblance 
was that in neither case was the 
weapon found. Still another is 
that in each incident a single 
bullet did the work. Joe Elwell 
was shot in the center of the 
forehead, Taylor through the 
neck. 

That the reason was a wom- 
an— jealousy of a woman, a dis- 
carded woman or revenge for a 
woman—was held in the Elwell 
case and also seems to be con- 
sidered by the police in the Tay- 
lor affair.
